—but that they be forbidden to 
report what they heard. 
Smith several times reiter­ 
ated that he would have no ob­ 
jection to public discussion. 
However,

he would not object. 
Marshall read a letter he had 
written Smith setting forth the 
board’s position that the super­ 
intendent resigned at the Dec.

who is to get $16,650 by action 
of the legislature. 
Behr consented to his ol- 
league’s desire to omit consid­ 
eration of the $1,500 currently 
paid to the county clerk as jury 
commissioner. 
TAKES EXCEPTION 
Administrator 
Alan 
Bruce 
had recommended that when 
this was paid the clerk’s regu­ 
lar salary should be cut cor­ 
respondingly, a view to which 
Clerk George S. Jones took ex­ 
ception. 
As the elected officials final­ 
ly came out, the pay of auditor- 
controller, clerk, sheriff, as­ 
sessor and tax collector-treas- 
urer will work out at $1,200 a 
month or an average of $14,400 
a year for 
their four-year 
terms, though for the first year 
of the new term the salaries 
will be $1,125 monthly, 
Jones got a county counsel 
ruling that he should charge 
candidates’ filing fees on per­ 
centage of the first and lowest 
year’s salary.

“We still have a chance to 
save Africa from communism 
but in 10 or 15 years it may 
be too late,” said Ismael, who 
is 23.

Ismael said he had been at­ 
tracted to communism while 
studying on a scholarship in 
London in 1957. He became a 
candidate for party member­ 
ship and was offered a scholar­ 
ship to study in Czechoslovakia. 
“After studying economics 
and political planning for four 
years, I came to realize that 
communism has no place in 
Africa,” Ismael said. 
“In Somali we fought the 
British and French imperialists 
but now I have learned that the 
Communists are the greatest 
imperialists. 
They 
are

worst.” 
Ismael said more than 200 
young Somali Communists are 
studying in Moscow’, 40 are in 
Peiping, 38 in East Germany 
and five to 10 in Poland.

(The Ralph M. Brown Act, 
California’s 
anti-secrecy 
sta­ 
tute contains no word of any 
such prohibition. 
It permits, 
but does not require, closed 
sessions to discuss hiring, fir­ 
ing, or hearing charges against 
an employee.) 
Trustee Marett B. Boissevain 
Jr. accused Marshall of being 
“unfair to the superintendent 
in asking this.” 
Trustee William Kirh said 
that until negotiations are fin­ 
ished, 
‘‘nothing 
should 
be 
said.” 
Smith read from the Brown 
Act the portion providing that 
a board may hold executive 
sessions on firing, hiring or 
hearing charges against an of­ 
ficer or employee “unless such 
officer or employee requests a 
public hearing.”

LISBON, Portugal UP — The 
Portuguese Army Ministry to­ 
day accused the underground 
Communist party of planning 
and leading the unsuccessful 
New Year’s Day attempt to 
launch a revolt against Prem­ 
ier Antonio Salazar’s regime. 
“According to information 
and statements already collect­ 
ed from some participants in 
the Beja attempt at sedition, 
the conclusion is that it was an 
action planned and led by the 
Communist party, within a gen­ 
eral plan of promoting unrest 
in Portugal,” the communique 
said. 
The communique said no 
other unrest or violence was 
reported from other military 
establishments. 
At least 16 rebels who took 
part in the revolt attempt were 
still at large and the govern­ 
ment pressed a hunt for them. 
Authorities said about 40 
men took part in the attempt 
to seize the army garrison at 
Beja early Monday. 
Officials clamped tight sec­ 
urity measures on known ave­ 
nues of escape along the Span­ 
ish frontier in efforts to round 
up remnants of the gang. All 
police and military units re­ 
mained in a “ state of precau­ 
tion.” 
The government said two 
insurgents were killed and 22

LAWRENCE A. MAYER 
Succeeds Lentz 


SACRAMENTO (CNS)—Atty. 
Gen. Stanley Mosk reported to­ 
day that 19.243 persons were 
arrested for narcotics viola, 
tions during 1960 and half of 
them were expected to be ar­ 
rested again by 1962. 
The lengthy report of the 
attorney 
general, 
“Narcotic 


Arrests and Their Disposition 
in California—1960,” disspell- 
ed two beliefs about the nar­ 
cotic traffic. 
In the first place, Mosk said 
that only 133 arrests, or less 
than one per cent of the adult 
arrests, was for the sale of nar. 
cotics or drugs to a minor. The 


second was that 77.7 per cent 
of persons arrested as new ad­ 
dicts already had criminal rec­ 
ords, indicating that persons 
are not driven to crime by nar- 
cotics, as often reported. 
“The specter of a shadowy 
figure loitering about every 
school ground or other place 
where youths congregate, sol­ 
iciting 
them and 
imploring 
them to use narcotics has pos­ 
sibly been grossly 
over-popu­ 
larized,” Mosk said. “In most 
instances the youth is probably 
enticed, or at least offered the 
opportunity for use, by some­ 
one on a more personal level.” 
On the other matter, Mosk 
said the data showing the prev- 


alence of criminal histories 
among persons arrested as naw 
narcotic 
addict-users 
“would 
seem to demonstrate that the 
narcotic offender is first a 
criminal before he becomes In­ 
volved in narcotic activity.” 


“On this basis, the statement 
that 
narcotic offenders 
are 
forced into a life of crime to 
support their narcotic 
habit 
cannot be supported 
by 
the 
facts 
available,” the report 
said. 
More than one-third of the 
adult arrests in 1960 were for 
addiction or use, 
the report 
said. One out of every four ar­ 
rests was for a marijuana of­ 
fense.

with the $2,000 left intact for 
actual work on the park.

Joe DeMaestri Tells Why He Decided 


To Call it Quits With The Yankees 


I've been doing a lot of thinking (no 
cracks) and searching my soul for a 
good reason why a young and sturdy 
athlete 33 years of age, earning up­ 
wards of $33,000 a season in baseball, 
should quit. 
Today Joe DeMaestri, 
New York 
Yankee infielder, supplied all the an­ 
swers. And they were sound reasons 
as you will discover. 
In his somewhat dingy office at 628 
Lindaro Street, San Rafael, the 
new boss of the DeMaestri Dis­ 
tributing Company 
pulled no 
punches as he 
unfolded 
his 
story. 
“It was the biggest decision 
of my life.” Joe explains. 
“1 didn’t quit the Yankees. 1 
quit baseball.” 
Joe explains that he could, 
if he wanted to, name a dozen 
or more reasons for wanting 
to hang up his glove. But he 
wouldn’t be telling the truth. 
“It was because 1 felt I was 
neglecting my family and my 
children by 
not 
being 
with 
them all the time,” says Joe 
“That influenced me more than 
any other factor. 
“ I HAVE THREE children. 
Christine 10, Joe Jr., 8, 
and 
Donna, 3, and 
seeing them 
and my wife only half the time 
isn’t my idea of real living. As 
the children grew in years I 
felt they didn’t come to me 
with their problems like 1 felt 
they should. And I blamed it 
onto the 
fact 
they 
weren't 
really close to 
me 
as 
they 
should be. And I reckoned that 
the longer I stay in baseball, 
the harder it was going to be 
for me to quit. And the longer 
J was absent from my home 
and children, the farther the 
children were going to be from 
me.” 
“My 
dad, 
starting 
f r o m 
scratch, built up a nice busi­ 
ness here and now I can step 
in and relieve him so that he 
can get away—a deserved rest,” 
DeMaestri says. 
“I realize, and even my clos­ 
est friends remind me. 
that 
quitting a $30,000 a year job. 
calls for a sanity test. But I'm 
not expecting to earn a base­ 
ball salary in business. All I 
want,” 
explains 
the 
former 
Yankee infielder, “is to make 
a living and grow up with my 
children and family. I’ve had 
11 years of loneliness and not 
being able to help my wife 
make decisions that usually are 
made bv the head of the fam­ 
ily. 
“ Maybe 
after 
11 years in 
business I might 
be able to 
pick up in the salary bracket 
of business where I left off in 
baseball. At least that is my 
aim.” 
Fit as a fiddle, trim, and in 
the very prime of life. Joe De- 
Maestri, now that he is out of 
baseball, has only one regret. 
“I'll miss the gang and my 
baseball associations,” 
he ad­ 
mits. 
“Those fellows like my 
roomie. Tony Kubek, are not 
easily replaced. Mickey Mantle. 
Roger Maris, Yogi Berra. F.l- 
Fton 
Howard, 
Whitey 
Ford. 
John Blanchard 
and all the 
others on the club, 
are 
not 
merely 
run-of-the-mill 
guys. 
They’re real fellows. 
“But as 1 say, I feel my fam­ 
ily means more to 
me 
than 
money or fame.” 
Another observation DeMae-

stri made, and I think it’s a 
very honorable one, was that 
he was beginning to feel like 
baseball was a hard chore. 
“ I was commencing to feel 
I lacked enthusiasm, the urge 
to want to play oftener, and it 
worried me. When a player gets 
to the stage he isn’t fighting 
tooth and nail all the time, he 
loses 
something 
pretty pre­ 
cious to himself, his teammates 
and the management.” 


SPEAKING about the Yan­ 
kee 
management, 
DeMaestri 
professed they were “tops.” 
“There were 
no 
problems 
with the Yank owners,” Joe ex. 
plains. “They always lean back­ 
wards to help 
the 
players. 
Manager Ralph Houk is a com­ 
bination of everything—gentle­ 
man, athlete, boss and friend. 
If you couldn’t get along with 
him, you’d kick if you 
were 
sent to heaven. He knows how 
to handle men 
and 
they all 
dish out 100 per cent effort.” 
On the morale of the Yankee 
club, Joe went on to say that 
in his opinion, “It ought to be 
mandatory for a ball player to 
spend a year with the Yankees. 
That is how much good they 
do for anybody who joins up 
with them.” 
Joe has his own reasons for 
saying it but he firmly believes 
that, had Hickey Mantle batted 
in fourth place in the lineup, 
he would 
have 
belted 60 or 
more home runs. 
“Roger Maris had an edge." 
DeMaestri explains. “The pitch­ 
ers usually walked Mickey to

Five of the 21 incumbents 
whose terms expire have said 
they definitely will not seek 
re-election. Two others have 
indicated they probably won’t 
run. Only two are definitely 
committed to make the race 
for 
new terms, 
with 
three 
others in the “probably will 
run” category. The rest have 
not indicated their intentions. 
In Novato, both incumbents 
whose terms expire have said 
they will not run again. In Sau- 
salito, one of the two whose 
offices will be up for election 
is definitely out of the running, 
and the other likely will not 
make the race. 
In two cities—Mill Valley 
and San Anselmo— non-incum­ 
bent aspirants already have 


announced 
candidates. 
intentions to 
be 


Each of the nine cities, all of 
which operate under Califor­ 
nia general law provisions, has 
a five-member council, with 
the members choosing one of 
their number as mayor each 
year. Terms of five now serv­ 
ing as mayors expire in April. 
City-by-city, here is the pic­ 
ture: 


Belvedere—Terms of Coun- 
cilmen H. Nordmark Williams 
and Ida M. Scott expire. Wil­ 
liams has said. “I don’t think 
I will run.” Mrs. Scott is un­ 
committed. Both are complet­ 
ing their first four-year terms. 


Corte Madera — Mayor Al­ 
bert E. Kogler and Councilmen 
Edward W. Colthurst and Hen­ 
ry L. (Bud) Cole are those 
whose terms expire. Colthurst 
is committed to seek another 
term. Kogler has said he prob­ 
ably will run. Cole has not an­ 
nounced 
his 
intention. 
Col­ 
thurst is completing his first 
four-year 
term. 
Kogler 
has 
served nearly four years by ap­ 
pointment. Cole was appointed 
last February to fill out the 
term of William R. Hansen, 
who resigned.

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In late fall Arkansas cele­ 
brates its famous duck festival 
which draws sportsm en t h e 
world over.

Food Authority Urges Diet 


Be Improved By Teen-Agers 


Stressing that 50 per cent of 
U.S. teen-agers are im properly 
fed, a good authority has called 
upon America s youth to suc­ 
ceed “where all those interest­ 
ed in nutrition have failed.” 
Speaking in Chicago where 
state 4-H winners are attend­ 
ing the 40th National 4-H Club 
Congress, Miss Ellen-Ann Dun­ 
ham, vice president of General 
Foods Corp., extended the chal­ 
lenge at a dinner for winners 
of the national 4-H foods-nutri- 
tion awards program. 
“ Every generation takes on 
some of the problems of the 
preceding one,” said Miss Dun­ 
ham, “but . . . you are likely 
to inherit the incomprehensible 
problem of people living in a 
land of plentiful foods but suf­ 
fering from poor nutrition.” 
she told the audience of 200 
4-H members and national and 
movement. 
“Two-thirds of the people 
living 
outside 
t h e 
United 
States suffer from chronic mal­ 
nutrition because the proper 
f o o d s a r e unobtainable to 
them ,” she said. But, “ half the 
teen-agers of the United States 
suffer from poor diets because 
they do not make proper use 
of obtainable foods. 
“Four out of every 10 teen­ 
age boys . . . six out of every 
30 teen-age girls suffer from 
poor diets,” she claimed. “They 
eat two-thirds or less of the 
nutrients recommended by the 
National Research Council . . . 
endangering their own physical 
and m ental health and that of 
their 
future 
children,” 
said 
Miss Dunham. 
Targeting her rem arks at the 
51 teen-age winners of the 4-H 
foods-nutrition awards program 
in all 50 states and Puerto Rico, 
Miss Durham cautioned that

about the m ajority of girls

“You say the first months of [ 
life 
may set

pattern,” j 
writes a bride, “for all th e 1 
years to come.

I expect to have 
several babies. I want to be a 
good mother. I will teach them 
many things after they can 
talk and can understand me. 
But babies don’t learn that way. 
They only eat and sleep! How 
does a mother set patterns for 
them ?” 
Lifelong 
personality 
p *» 
terns usually are established 
during the first few months of 
life. Of course tiny t&bies can’t 
learn through words. They are 
too young. But they do learn

emotionally. They draw far- 
reaching conclusions from the 
way their mamas treat them. 
At first babies are afraid of 
life. They sense their helpless­ 
ness. They are frightened by 
birth. They are “insecure.” 
The lucky babies who have 
good mothers discover they’re 
safe. They find that nothing 
can happen to them, because 
their 
mamas 
protect 
them. 
They’ll be fed when they’re 
hungry, comforted when they 
are frightened, loved cuddled, 
adored. Soon they conclude 
that the world is a fine, friend­ 
ly place after all. Their fears 
recede. They become “secure.” 
Unlucky babies don’t do so 
well. 
Maybe 
their 
mothers 
don’t enjoy caring for them, 
and show it. Maybe they cry by 
the 
hour. 
M a y b e 
they’re 
abused. Such babies learn that 
the world is not safe. Their 
early fears are not overcome. 
They continue their insecurity. 
Bad subsequent experiences 
may unda the best of good 
starts. Good experiences later 
may overcome the harm of bad 
starts. 
Babies’ 
personalities 
need not be fixed forever, dur­ 
ing the early months. But for 
most babies the learning will 
last Most people’s outlooks are 
not changed radically after in­ 
fancy. 
When you are pregnant be 
sure to talk with your doctor 
about this.

(Q) “Can a new baby learn 
enough to be spoiled badly?” 
L. R. 
(A) No, tiny babies can’t be 
spoiled badly.

Food Processors Wary About 
Capitalizing On Shelter Fad 


NEW YORK UP — Mounting 
public interest in fallout shel­ 
ters poses a problem for the 
nation’s food processors and 
packagers. 


Should they take advantage 
of this interest by promotional 
campaigns extolling the merits 
of their products as foods for 
survival? 
( 


Or would this do them more 
harm than good in an era 
of uncertainty over whether 
Americans ever will be forced 
to live and eat underground? 


As businessmen, they are in­ 
terested in selling more proces­ 
sed food. But, almost to a man, 
they say they do not want to 
be accused of frightening peo­ 
ple into filling their cellars 
with canned goods. 


A survey of industry leaders 
showed these trends: 
1. No one has yet come up 
with a truly new food designed 
for the shelter age, except for 
a small handful of composi­ 
tion-type foods providing all 
the necessary vitamins, calor­ 
ies, minerals, proteins, etc., in 
one neat package. Several firms 
have their research and lab 
people working on such prod­ 
ucts, but are reluctant to dis­ 
cuss them for competitive rea­ 
sons. 


SHELF LIFE 
2. They feel that the long 
shelf life and ease of prepara­ 
tion of existing canned meats, 
poultry, fish, vegetables, fruits, 
spaghetti, soups, juices and the 
like make them naturals for 
shelter stocking. 
3. Although the reasons why 
remain unclear, can production 
has risen this year. A Can Man­ 
ufacturers Institute spokesman 


reported output through Sep­ 
tember was 5 per cent ahead 
of a year earlier, which com­ 
pared with a normal increase 
in production, due to popula­ 
tion growth, of 3% per cent. 
He also reported a big pickup 
in demand for canned water. 


This trade spokesman and a 
representative of the National 
Canners Association reported 
what they called “an unverified 
feeiing” in industry circles that 
many consumers are picking up 
a few more cans here and there 
and stowing them away for a 
day when fallout may rain 
down. 


John A. McGlinn, vice presi­ 
dent - marketing of Campbell 
Soup 
Co., 
commented 
that 
many of a “truly substantial 
increase” in inquiries come 
from people who want to fill 
their shelters with long fam­ 
iliar foods. 
KNOWN FOODS 
“Our speculation is that in 
the environment of a fallout 
shelter, the individual appar­ 
ently would prefer security of 
foods which he knows and 
likes,” he said. 
But, like other companies, 
his could give no estimate of 
how much of its sales could be 
traced to anxiety over the pos­ 
sibility of a nuclear war. A 
meat processer has reported a 
pickup in canned goods sales 
recently, but added: “We do 
not know if it is related to fall­ 
out or if it is just the normal 
seasonable increase.” 
Survey replies stressed that 
the food firms do no advertis­ 
ing tieing their products in 
with shelter life and plan no 
such campaigns.

many large firms and all of the 
Federal Reserve banks in the 
country. 


NUTTY FLAVOR

slightly nutty flavor, it is 90 
per cent toasted soybean and 
can be eaten straight or mixed 
with water, milk, fruit juices, 
apple sauce, soup, jams or what 
have you. Two ounces costing 
about three cents would be 
equal in nutritional value to 
V? pound of beef, a dish of 
peas, a small potato and a glass 
of milk, the company says. A 
4% pound tin will last one per­ 
son for two weeks. 


A similar product is National 
Biscuit Co.’s survival ration 
crackers, which were developed 
at the request of the New York 
State Civil Defense Commis­ 
sion and offered to large firms, 
institutions and civil defense 
agencies with a minimum order 
of five tons. Recently, however, 
the firm said it would accept 
mail orders for a minimum of 
six 5%-pound tins, enough to 
sustain two adults for two 
weeks if they have two quarts 
of water each day. 


Other companies are putting 
together shelter packages made 
up of products they currently 
market, and some have been 
doing fair business with can­ 
ned water.

History Of Jewelry Reveals 


Feathers Once Gals Favorite

NEW YORK — Today, they 
say, diamonds are a girl’s best 
friend. But once it was feath­ 
ers or shells, says an expert on 
the history of jewelry. 
Even now, the most prized 
jewel among some peoples is 
not a mlany-earat dhunk of 
white ice. In some parts of the 
Philippine Islands, for instance, 
the teeth of puppies are con­ 
sidered a precious gem, said 
Charles Derby. 
Derby is a gemologist — an 
expert on the history of stones 
as well as in 
judging 
their 


were jewels to some tribes of 
American Indians. Some tribes 
also pierced sea shells which 
first served as a primitive dow­ 
ry and then became “money” 
for bartering. 
Silver coins were hammered 
into necklaces during the era 
of Cortez, the Spanish explorer. 
Ancient 
Polynesians of 
the 
south seas polished porpoise 
teeth into jewels for their 
queens. 
Ivory, amber, turquoise, and 
coral were precious to the an­ 
cient Phoenicians. And amber 
was the most precious gem to 
some oriental peoples at least 
value. He is with ihe firm o f! 500 years B.C., said Derby

Harry Winston, Inc.. and I first 
heard about him when he nar­ 
rated a display of ancient and 
modern jewels at the Brooklyn, 
N.Y., Museum. 
In an interview' later, Derby 
talked at fascinating length 
about the history of gems — 
how 
feathers, 
for 
instance, 


Derby said that quartz fired 
to resemble turquoise — it was 
called faience—was made into 
necklaces by the ancient Egyp­ 
tians. The Greeks before the 
Christian era mentioned dia­ 
monds as “adamas” (hence, the 
word adamant to indicate firm­ 
ness). And Derby is among the 


gemologists who 
believe that 
Moses 
used 
a 
diamond 
to 
scratch the ten commandments 
on the stone tablets. 
Jewelry, he said, is as much 
a part of ancient and modern 
civilization as crusades and 
wars. Scratch the history of 
any civilization and you’ll find 
the love of—and often greed 
for—precious stones. 
“The Russians caused trou­ 
ble then as they do now,” said 
Derby. “Once, when one of the 
czar’s representatives was kill­ 
ed in ancient Persia, the Per­ 
sian offer of appeasement was 
an 87-carat diamond. 
“Catherine the Great some 
300 years ago had one of the 
most fabulous jewel collections 
on record. Her blue sapphire, 
the third largest in the world, 
is now in the W’inston collec­ 
tion.” 
Today, he said, the diamond 
has become the most universal­ 
ly accepted jewel of opulence.

Nasser's Cairo Radio Raps 
Egypt's Former Arab Allies

PRESIDENT GAMAL Ab- 
del Nasser is not exactly 
starting again from scratch. 
He still has Egypt and he still 
has Cairo radio. 
And as of this week, with 
Cairo radio as his chief weap­ 
on, he was at verbal warfare 
with most of the nations of 
the Middle East, with Britain 
and France thrown in for 
good measure. 
In the space of a month 
this past year, Nasser enjoy­ 
ed the sweetness of victory 
and the bitterness of defeat. 
On Sept. 1 he met with lead­ 
ers of uncommitted nations 
at Belgrade to act as the chief 
spokesman for Arab nations. 
On Sept. 28, a military re­ 
volt in Syria split the United 
Arab Republic and reduced 
Nasser to the status of lead­ 
er of a secondary nation 
spread out along the Nile. 
But neither then nor now 
could this smiling, 43-year- 
old determined man with the 
football build be written off. 


HE HAS WRITTEN down 
his objectives. He has shown 
a cat-like ability to recover 
from reverses. He has a dem­ 
onstrated control of the Arab 
street mobs and of passionate 
Arab invective. 
Against him the West has 
tried threats, gifts, boycotts

All these are manifestations 
of Nasser’s new go-it-alone

For the moment, Nasser de­ 
pends heavily upon the Unit­ 
ed States for financial assist­ 
ance, and so far it has escap­ 
ed his invective.

Best Universal Noise 'Signal7 Of 


Humans Is Cry Of The New-Born 


On Attack Carrier

NEW YORK OJPD— In casting 
about for a noise “signal” of 
the human being which is com­ 
pletely natural — not learned 
but universal mong people— 
Dr. Peter F. Ostwald chose the 
cry of the new-born. There 
could be none other which met 
his requirements, he decided. 
And so he recorded the cries 
of nine infants as they register­ 
ed their first reactions to this 
world. These sounds he an­ 
alyzed according to the tech­ 
niques of acoustical science and 
found the nine dove-tailed well 
if not perfectly. This gave him 
the pattern of “primitive” hu­ 
man noise. 
Then he began recording the 
speech of assorted adult human 
beings for the purpose of com­ 
paring their sound patterns 
with the basic one. One of these 
adults was a woman who was 
overweight, who was emotion­ 
ally dependent on others and 
who was given to hysteria. 
The basic intensity and fre­ 
quency pattern of her utter­ 
ances was identical with the 
infant pattern, Ostwald said. 
Furthermore, there was octave 
doubling in the mid-range of 
the acoustic spectrum, just as 
there was in the infant pattern. 
You may make of this what 
you please but, of course, you 
must keep in mind as widely 
accepted that intense emotion­ 
al disturbances in adults often 
have their roots in infancy. Ost­ 
wald wasn’t making much of 
it at the moment; he was con­ 
tent to describe what he had 
done. 


He recorded the utterances 
of emotionally ill persons after 
they had been treated for their 
ills. There were changes in the 
loudness of these utterances 
which centered at 500 cycles 
per second on the acoustic 
spectrum. Those treated with 
electro-convulsions went up to 
that level and those treated 
with drugs went down to it. 
This is of particular interest, 
Ostwald said in a report to 
the American Medical Assn., 
because 500 cycles per second 
is the place on the spectrum 
which “corresponds with the 
fundamental tone of the hu­ 
man baby-cry.” 
Whether these persons were 
male or female made no differ­ 
ence in their patterns. 
All 
things considered, Ostwald con­ 
tinued, it is hard to doubt these 
adults were giving off with 
noise which stems ‘‘from a 
primitive, 
pregenital pattern 
of response.” 
From his experiments in ac­ 
oustic analysis of human ut­ 
terances, 
Ostwald 
drew 
up 
“four distinct 
categories 
of 
human sound: 
“1. A ‘sharp characteristic of 
excited and complaining per­ 
sons who 
needed 
to 
make 
themselves heard in dramatic 
ways. 
“2. A ‘flat’ voice produced 
by depressed and obsessional 
people who presented an irri­ 
tating but indistinct acoustic 
facade to the listener. 
“3. A ‘hollow’ voice of or­ 
ganically 
ill 
or 
emotionally 
drained people who could not 


muster enough energy to sus­ 
tain and clarify their speech. 
“4. A ‘robust’ voice charac­ 
teristic of persons who spoke 
loudly, emphatically and need­ 
ed to be heard, to impress and 
to influence others.” 
Ostwald is a faculty m em ber 
of the University of California 
School of Medicine.
